4. After iis study has been made, COMMO will notify the Foreign Branch 
whether or not the requested crypto facilities can be established for the 
stations 

5. It is the responsibility of the Foreign Branch to keep COMMO advised 
of any changes in, or cancellations of, the plans for opening a new station 
and of any changes in status of personnel who have been scheduled to open the 
stations 


6. Discussions relative to the establishment of cryptographic comnunica- 


‘tions for OSO stations will be held by the Foreign Branch and COMMO0O. 


7. rt will be the responsibility of COMMO to determine by what means 
oryptographic material will be made available at the new station when 
feasible and securely possible, gonsidering the desires of the Foreign Branch . 
concerned. In oase the Station Chief must carry materials with him, COMMO 


will so notify CPB in writing at least thirty days before the estimated day 


- of his departure. CPB will arrange appointment as a diplomatic couriere
